Tokio, June 27.—Admiral Togo's detail- 
ed reports of his effective attack on Port 
Arthur last Thursday night reached To- 
kio today. The report confirms the re-« 
ported destruction of a hattle ship of the 
Peresviet type, the disabling for a bat- 
the ship o? the Seastopol class and a 


protected cruiser resembling the Diana, 


and the injuring of a torpedo destrover, 
but throws 'no light on the Russian plan. 

The entire Russian fleet steamed out to 
sea in line of battle. Suddenly, when 
within 14,000 meters the Japanese 
fleet, the Russians refused to give bat- 
tle ang steamed back an anchorage 
outside the harbor, where, during the 
the Japanese destroyers and tor- 
pedo boats made eight desperate attacks 
upon it. The Russian vessels re*ntered 
the harbor on Friday, since which time 
they have failed to reappear. 

In this report Admiral Togo says: 

“The exit of the Russian fleet from 
Port Arthur harbor began early Thurs- 
day. The battle ships Peresviet, Pol- 
tava, Sebastopol, the armored cruisers 
Bayan, the protected cruisers Pallada, 
Diana, Askold and Novik came first, a 
steamer leading them, clearing mines. A 
warning, flashed by wireless telegraphy 
by the Japanese patrol, brought up Ad- 
miral Togo's fleet at full speed for a se- 
ries of prearranged stations.

St. Louis, June 27.—No tickets of ad- 
mittance to the democratic national con- 
vention, which begins at the Coliseum on 
July 6, will be one sale and there will be 
but three avenues through which they 
may be secured—the Business Men's 
League, through the courtesy of mem- 
bers of the democratic national commit- 
tee or the delegates, who are assigned 
three each, besides their own. In all, 
they amount to 10,804, plus a few excess, 


the number of which will not be known 
until the convention opéns, 

The distribution of the seats at the 
disposal of the committee wil] begin at 
6 pm. July 5, and will take place 
at the Hotel Jefferson at the direction of 
the subcommittee on arrangementg of the 
rational convention and under the per- 
sonal supervision of Charles A. Walsh, of 
lowa, secreetary of the national commit- 
tee. One thousand delegates and one 
thousand alternates are the first to be 
provided for. This eats up 2,000 or 2,012 
seats, the latter number in case six dele- 
gates each are allotted to Porto Rico 
and the Philippine islands. Next there 
are 604 chairs in the arena guest sec- 
tion, the disposition of which will be in 
the hands of the national committee. 
To the press of the country are assigned 
702 seats, divided into two sections—the 
one for the working daily newspaper 
correspondents who will report the con- 
vention, and others for the weekly press 
representatives who will be lookers on. 

Boxes will be limited to 87, tncluding 
420 box tickets. These are already as- 
signed. One each goes to every member 
of the national committee and the others 
are awarded to distinguished officials or 
well-known democrats. Three boxes are 
to be disposed of by ex-Governor Fran- 
cis, one is given to Governor Dockery, 
one to Mayor Wells, one to the president 
of the lady managers of the world’s fair, 
In addition, there are 2,288 gallery tick- 
ets. Each alternate is allowed only his 
own geat in the convention; each delegate 
ag three extras. The business men’s 
league ts given 2,000 chairs, located in 
various parts of the Coliseum, some on 
the floor, some in the special Suest eec- 
tion and some in the gallery.

While the republican national con-

States to take a few notes on Amer- 
ican sentiment toward the future of 
the islands politically.

' The pinos of this commission are 
6verywhere accompanied by trusty rep- 
resentatives of the government and their 
interpreter is a government official from 
Manillg. We may be sure that they were 
expected to express themselves as de- 
lighted with American rule in their home 
and to give no encouragement to the 
hated anti-imperialists, The mere fact 
that the administration insisted upon 
gending them to Boston reveals the confi- 
dence that was felt in the reconstructed 
Pilipino. 

However that may be, the diplo- 
matic Filipinos were duly reserved in 
the expression of their real senti- 
ments until they reached Boston. 
Perhaps the presence of their chaper- 
ons caused them to give the ifipres- 
sion of satisfaction with their colonial 
status while speechmaking in other 
American cities. It was not until 
they stood in the shadow of Bunker 
Hill that they unbosomed themselves 
On the patriotic theme of Fil- 
ipino liberty, and the manner in 
which they did so is said to have 
caused the attending “officers in uni- 
form and the other officials not in 
uniform” to fall into “a stony, frigid 
silence that was most painful to be- 
hold.” 

The faux pas, if such you would 
term it, was precipitated by the,gal:- 
lant Irish-American who serves the 
bean metropolis in the capacity of 
mayor. Governor Bates had just hand- 
ed out some dope pleasing to the of- 
ficial body guard of the little brown 
men, but had inadvertently admitted 
that the American people were divid- 
ed on the question of retaining the 
Philippines indefinitely. Mayor 
Patrick A. Collins rose and began 
‘quoting from the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, a piece of literature not 
allowed to pass the official censor in 
the Philippines. Consternation en- 
sued. The doughty speaker declared: 

The right of the Filipinos to self-gov- 
ernment is as true as the Declaration of 
Independence or the Sermon on the 
Mount, The Filfpinos have the right to 
work out their own salvation, and if they 
are not ovessuccessful in doing it, it is 
none of our business, any more than it 
is the concern of the FilipMmos that we are 
not working out all our own problems in 
the most perfect way. 

Other “anti-imperialists’” made re- 
marks in kind, and, thus encouraged, 
the Filipino commissioners, one after 
one, rose to their feet and confided 
to the American people the patriotic 
aspirations of the better class of 
Filipinos. 

Said Senor Semuling: 


The decision of our political future is 
in your hands. We are under your flag 
and you are responsible for us. Our 
country is at present in a chaotic condi- 
tion, ang we desire an expression Of pol- 
icy from you concerning us. Any state 
of affairg would be an improvement over 
the uncertainty now existing among us.

“10. Your committee are of opinion that 
there should be ample recognition by law 
of primary elections; that the same should 
be regulated and protected in the most 
ample manner; that the Australian baliot 
system shouid be substantially pre- 
scribed, regulated and required in all 
elections and primaries, both state and 
municipal 

“Tt. There is more or less of complaint 
as to the wisdom and successful opera- 
tion of recent change in our constitution, 
Kiving the election of judges to the peo- 
ple. On this subject your mmittee 
brief; submits the following vicws: 

“Under the constitution of 1789, and 
,its various amendments, judges were 
elected by the legislature in this state 
down to 1853-54, when, by constitutional 
amendment enacted by the legislature, 
without popular ratification, the election 
Of judges of the superior courts was given 
to the people, the governor still appoint- 
ing judges of the supreme court. The 
election of solicitors genera] continued 
With the legislature. At the beginning of 
the war the state adopted a new constitu- 
tion, under which the selection of all 
judges and solicitors was vested in the 
governor, with the advice and gonsent of 
the senate. This system continued through 
the intervening years and was embodied 
in the mnstitution of 1877. In an effort 
to meet alleged evils connected with that 
System, by constitutiODnal amendment as 
above stated, the choice of all judges has 
been recently given to the people. Your 
committee are of*opinion that the sys- 
item of choosing judges by popular elee- 
tion has not yet been sufficiently tried to 
determine its merits by practical expert- 
ence. and that if vielding to pressure 
which comes up from some localities. an 
attempt were now made to put these 
elections back in the legislature or to vest 
the selections in the governor, the pro- 
posed amendments vwee'ld not be ratified 
at the ballot box, and the attempt would 
most surely fail. It Is. we think, hetter 
to let the practical trial of the new meth- 
Od go On a while longer, as experience 
will surely lead to the correct result. If 
we had two parties in our state that 
would watch each other and each he 
ready to seize upon and correct the er- 
rors of the other, as was the case tn all 
the early history of the state, the condi- 
tions of success would he better under the 
present system than it is. It is to he 
hoped that the people will more and more 
be educated up to the necessity of chons- 
ing the wisest, best and most competent 
men as judges. 

“The system of rotation all over the 
State by the judges. as above suggested, 
as well as other recommendations above 
set forth, will. it is hoped, have a ten- 
denev to better the conditions of admin- 
istration by our judges, and to these we 
would add the following recommenda- 
tions. 

““(a) No judge should he declared so 

elected at aeprimary or chosen at a gen- 
eral election unless he receives a majority 
of the whole number of vdtes cast: the 
two highest being remitted to another 
election when there is no majority but 
a mere pulrality in the first instance. 
Whether this would also be a wise rule ag 
to the governor, state house Afficers and 
the legislature. 
“(b). That no judge be elected or eligible 
fo the office of governor or congress. of 
United States senator until two full 
yearns after the end of the term for 
‘which he was chosen. 

“(c). All judges of the superior courts 
to hold for six years and be in three 
classes, one-third to be elected every two 
years, 
| “(d). Raise the _ salaries ef supreme 
court judges to $3,500 and the salaries 
of superior court judges to $2,500. 

“12. Your committee recommend that 
such, of the above suggestions as may 
‘meet the favor of the Georgia Bar As- 
‘sociation be appropriately communicated 
,to and laid before the legislature of the 
state. Your committee are aware that 
some of the above recommendations are 
/novel and some of them radical. Some of 
them have already been approved by the 
bar association and gre here embodied 
‘merely for the emphasis of time and 
repetition. The recommendations are all 
,made with diffidence and the profound- 
(est respect for the opinions of other gen- 
tlemen of the bar who may differ.’’
